INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF FOLK-LORE. 

The Socie'te' des Traditions Populaires has undertaken to organize in 
Paris, at the time of the Universal Exposition of 1889, a " Congres des 
Traditions Populaires." According to the programme adopted at the May 
meeting of the Society, the Congress will concern itself with the following 
subjects. : (1) Bibliography of Popular Traditions in all countries, and 
History of Researches relating to these. (2) Comparative Studies on the 
Origin, Significance and Method of Interpretation of Myths and Legends. 
(3) Examples of Customs and Survivals in their relations with Popular 
Traditions. (4) Programme of Researches necessary to form a Museum of 
Monuments and Objects relating to Popular Traditions. (5) Influence of 
Popular Traditions on Literature, Arts, and Sciences, and reciprocally.
